A short time ago, two trees in 
my yard were blown down In a terrific storm. 
They had probably 
been growing for nearly a hundred years. 
But the ground was shallow, 
only a few feet of earth separating the roots from the great veins of rock 
underneath. And so the roots of those great trees gave way and sur­ 
rendered to the clements greater than they. 
I went out and viewed the tragedy. It seemed marvelous that those 
roots should have clung to the earth for so long. 
What a contest they 
must have waged! “Good old noble roots!” was the thought that came to 
my mi.id. 
There Is a great stone wall about part of my home. For a dozen years 
the English ivy had crept until It beautified the entire wall. But last win­ 
ter the ccid and ice killed all but the sturdiest roots. We have torn down 
the dead vines and now the roots arc beginning to show life again, and 
a desire to start life all over. 
Health authorities say that the nourishment and food value of roots 
are very great. They tell us to eat them in their natural state, without 
cooking them over hot fires which take away so much of their health giv­ 
ing qualities. You sec the roots are so very near to tho heart of tho earth. 
They have caught so much of the concentrated gifts of nature. 
Spring whispers frcrn the root! in the ground. Nature has wrapped 
its arms about them, and kept trfem alive and ready for the suns of sum­ 
mer. I locked out upon my lovely bed of tupils the other day. I thought 
of the loving hands that had placed the bulbs into tho earth—and now 
all in their glory of color. 
The Indian medicine man long ago, somehow, seemed to get a mes­ 
sage from nature tnat its roots held a world of health in their sturdy 
circumference. 
And every day we are learning new things about their 
value to mankind. 
All the growing beauties cf nature are indebted to their roots. Trees, 
flowers, shrubbery, the grass underneath our feet. 
Each depends upon 
its roots for substance and life. 
What we arc, or ever hope to be. we owe to the rootage of our parents, 
who gave us the opportunity for life, and the will to bt: something in­ 
finitely better than a mere something walking around on legs!

tor presents a vast amount of evi­ 
dence to .support an assertion that 
“it would appear that the brain and 
the thyroid gland are undergoing a 
progressive evolution owing to the 
operation of the principle of otho- 
genesis.” 
This principle holds that when an 
animal species begins to vary defi­ 
nitely in any direction, it cannot re­ 
verse itself, and the species contin­ 
ues to vary In that direction even if 
it is tending toward destruction. 
Destruction Feared 
Under the application of 
this 
principle to the brain and the thy­ 
roid gland, he says, “they would in­ 
evitably' reach a height of activity 
and speed that might destroy the 
individual. Thus man conceivably 
might be destroyed by the same tools 
that enabled him to reach the great­ 
est height of his civilization." 
Years of studying of hundreds of 
clinical cases have convinced Dr. 
Crile that the kinetic system already 
is causing a whole series of serious 
“civilization diseases.” Among these 
hi* book lists peptic ulcer, hyper­ 
thyroidism, neurocirculatory asthe­ 
nia

HINT SABOTAGE 
IN SHIP'S FIRE 


SI vainer Races 150 Miles »o 
Safety After Dangerous 
Blaze Breaks Out. 


Honolulu, 
June 
9 
(AP)—With 
lifeboats swung out from davits, the 
liner President Lincoln raced safely 
into port at dawn Thursday after a 
150-mile clash while seamen shot ¥ 
live steam into her hold and control­ 
led a fire which threatened the ship 
during the night. 
Her 172 passengers crowded the 
decks as the Lincoln entered the 
harbor and docked. 
S. W. Good, manager of the Dol­ 
lar line, said the fire was well un­ 
der control at midnight. 
Blackened bales of cotton were 
hoisted over the side of the Lincoln 
ta the pier. Captain George Yard­ 
ley said the flames probably were 
due to spontaneous combustion, but 
that it was possible sabotage was 
responsible. 
Flame* Near Chinese Planes 
Firemen discovered two military 
airplanes consigned to the Chinese 
National government located near 
the source 
of 
the 
flames. 
The 
planes were shipped by the Curtis 
Wright company. 
They were un­ 
loaded for examination. 
Following in the wake of the Lin­ 
coln were the coast guard cutter 
Itasca and the navy tug Sunaddin, 
which stood off Koyo Head through 
the night, ready to

if 
needed. 
Seamen played hoses 
upon 
the 
steaming, battered down main hold. 
Immediately 
after 
the 
Lincoln 
docked, the Sunaddtn tied up along­ 
side and started a stream of wa­ 
ter into the hold. Honolulu firemen 
also rigged hoses. 
Pasesnger% Dun Life Preserver* 
Startled by the announcement at 
the captain’s dinner that the ship 
was afire, the passengers were as­ 
sured there wa* no cause for alarm, 
and instructed to return quietly to 
their staterooms and don life pre­ 
servers. 
By the time they reached the 
staterooms from the dining salon, 
many room* in the after part of the 
-hip were filled with dense smoke 
seeping up from the hold. 
They 
went back to the decks and remain­ 
ed until midnight, while lifeboats 
were made ready. 
After midnight, when the com­ 
mander felt assured the fire was at 
least 
temporarily 
controlled, 
the 
passengers were permitted to return 
to their stateroom* if thty wished, 
but many spent the remainder of 
the night on deck.
